I am writing on behalf of the government of Mexico to express our deepest gratitudes to 
you and your staff for your dedication and perseverance last year on the issue of ensuring 
consular rights for all foreign nationals here in the United States and for Amencans abroad. 
Mexico continues to support this effort, and we look to your guidance, statesmanship and 
leadership in successfully passing legislation that would enable the US to comply with Its 
international obligations. 

As you know, the U.S. Supreme Court in Medellin v. Texas decided that only Congress 
could give effect to the Avena ruling of the International Court of Justice, which pertains to a 
group of Mexican nationals whose consular rights were violated. As I have underscored in 
previous correspondence, Mexico does not call into question the heinous nature of the cnmes 
attributed to those Mexican nationals; we only seek to ensure thai international commitments 
are upheld, something that is key to maintaining a thriving relationship between our countries. 
Therefore, your support and efforts towards introducing legislation that addresses Avena while 
following the Supreme Court's guidance Is crucial. 

Mexico is truly appreciative of your commitment and hard work over the past years. We 
look forward to working with you in the future as we count on your continued leadership to move 
forward on this very critical issue.
